this line w* instance the garden of Mr. 
William Ferris, of Florence. 
We 


have before us twigs cut from the cur- 
rant bushes of this garden, which are 
loaded with large ripe fruit of as fine 
a quality as can 
be grown anywhere. 


These bushes 
are but three years old, 


and though Mr. Ferris estimates 
that 


owing to the dry winds which pre- 
vailed >ome weeks ago 
he has raised 


but half a crop, he will gather one ton 
of currants 
per acre. 
These sell read- 


ily at twenty cents 
per pound, which 


brings a return 
of $400 per acre 
on 


what is termed but half a crop. 
It ap-

to us that this 
is making land 


pay very well in three years' time. 


The Los Nietos section is one which

auy portion of the State outside of Los 
Angeles valley 
To this superlt r quaT- 


ification we are now able to ; dd an- 
other?that 
of fruit-growing. 
Yester- 


day Governor Downey brought to the 
Herald office an orange picked from 
a tree on the farm 
of Judge 
M. D. 


Crawford, near Downey City, which 
will compare 
favorably with the beet 


products of San Gabriel Mission. 
The 


orange is large, measuring 
one foot in 


circumference, 
and 
is 
as 
clear 
and 


bright 
as 
the foot-hill 
orange, 
and 


bears 
no sign of the scale bug or other 


orange-preying 
vermin. 
This is a fair 


sample of the fruit grown in the Nietos 
region wherever the trees ha ye reached 
a bearing age, and we have no doubt 
that within a few years 
this part of 


the valley willproduce a large amount 
of fruit equal in quality to that grown 
about this city. 
The tree from which 


the orange 
on our table was gathered 


is fourteen years old.

stuffs during the past week the 
bears 
have 


held control and prices been depressed. 
This 


has been accomplished 
easily by two means 


?the 
tightness of the money market and bo- 


gus dispatches 
announcing 
that tbe crops in 


the great 
grain 
regions 
of the valley of the 


Mississippi and Missouri would not be injured 
by grasshoppers. 
Of course, 
so long as the 


depression 
in finances 
exists there willbe a 


natural tendency 
to low prices in tlie grain 


market, but It is now ascertained 
beyond a 


doubt that 
the 
grasshopper 
plague of the 


Northwestern 
States 
is more disastrous 
than 


at any time since 1867. 
Western 
Missouri and 


lowa are rendered 
desolate by the plague and 


Kansas 
and 
Nebraska 
have experienced al- 


most as severe a visitation. 
The wheat and 


corn crop from these productive regions must 
necessarily 
bo quite short, 
so that the bears 


cannot long hold their grip on the Eastern 
grain markets. 


Advices from Europe 
indicate 
a light crop 


and there has

quite an increase

from a spark from an engine. 


How 
Postage 
Stamps 
are 
made. 


!n printing, steel plates are used, on 


which two hundred 
stamps 
are 
en- 


graved. 
Two men are kept hard 
at 


work covering them with the colored 
inks and passing them 
to a man 
and 


girl who arc equally busy at printiug 
them with large rolling hand presses. 
Three of these little squads 
are 
em- 


ployed all the time, although ten pres- 
ses can be put in use In case of neces- 
sity. 
After the small sheets 
of paper 


upon which the two hundred 
stamps 


are engraved 
have dried enough, they 


are sent into another room and 
gum- 


med. 


The gum used for this purpose 
is a 


peculiar composition, made of the pow- 
der of dried potatoes 
and other vegeta- 


bles mixed with water, which is bet- 
ter than any other 
material, 
for in- 


stance, gum arabic, which cracks 
the 


paper badly. 
This paper is also of a 


peculiar texture, somewhat similar to 
that used for bank notes. 


After having been again dried, this 


time on little racks, which are fanned 
by steam 
power for about 
an hour, 


they are put between sheets 
of paste- 


board and pressd 
in hydraulic presses, 


capable of applying a weight oftwo 
thousand tons. The next thing is to 
cut the sheets 
in half; each 
sheet 
of 


course, 
when cut, contains a 
hundred 


stamps. 
Next they are 
pressed 
once 


more, and 
then packed 
and labeled, 


and stowed 
away in another 
room, 


preparatory to being put in mail bags 
for dispatching to fulfill orders. 
If a 
single stamp is torn, or in any 
way 


mutilated, 
the whole sheet of one hun- 


dred Is burned. 
About five hundred 


thousand are burned every week from 
this cause. 
For the past twenty years 


not a single sheet has been lost, 
such 


care has been taken in counting them. 
During the progress of manufacturing, 
the sheets 
are counted 
eleven 
times.

A New Propelling Power. 


The plan of propelling 
cars, 
onini- 


busses 
and 
velocipedes, 
by 
coiled 
springs, has now for some 
time been 


employed 
in England, 
and, it is said, 
with encouraging results. 
The motor 


used 
is an arrangement 
of powerful 


springs 
encased 
in cylinders, 
like 


watch springs 
on a very large scale. 


The skill of French machinists 
in this 


direction has been called into requisi- 
tion, and steel bands capable of being 
coiled aud 
ot* exerting great pressure 


have been made in lengths of one hun- 
dred yards each. 
In Sheffield some of 
the steel manufacturers 
have turned 


out springs fifty and sixty feet long, 
and said to be capable of the enormous 
pressure of eight hundred pounds. 
To 
wind up 
these 
springs 
requires, 
of 


course, more power 
than 
is obtained 
by hand, and it is therefore 
proposed 
to have them wound at certain 
inter- 
vals by means of stationary 
engines. 


Some of these 
methods 
consist 
of a 
combination 
of 
spiral 
or 
helical 


springs.
